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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 22-45 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



As for claim 22, the prior art reference to Miller (5959869) discloses a system for 
remote management of at least one audio-visual information reproduction device 
comprising a central server connected to the telecommunication means of each audio- 
visual information reproduction device, the central server comprising storage means for 
storing a database comprising, for each audio-visual information reproduction device, all 
the management information and all the audio-visual information available, wherein the 
database comprises all the configurations of operating parameters of each audio-visual 
information reproduction device, at least one first screen for displaying information 
relating to use of the audio-visual information reproduction devices, validation of the 
choice of each selected audio-visual information reproduction device causes the display 
of a first series of screens allowing the modification, by the operator of the operating 
parameters of at least one audio-visual information reproduction device. The prior art 
reference to McGrane (6496927) discloses at least one first screen comprising a drop- 
down menu displaying a list of the audio-visual information reproduction devices 
installed locally. The prior art reference to Martin (5355302) discloses the "Internet" site 
is accessible by an operator responsible for managing at least one audio-visual 
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information reproduction device. The prior art reference to Korn (4766581) discloses 
displaying a series of screens to an authorized operator to allow the operator to 
manually control/manage a plurality of viewing stations. The prior art reference to Siegel 
(4413260) discloses an audio reproduction system wherein an operator can offer the 
manager of the reproduction system a given number of credits, one credit 
corresponding to the fee necessary to select a song through actuation of the free play 
credit entry function, enabling the operator to give the special benefit of free use to the 
manager. The prior art of record does not disclose said modification of the operating 
parameters is obtained by: generating a file of modification commands by the server 
using information from the database, sending, via the server to the devices concerned, 
the file of modification commands when the devices are connected, and receiving and 
executing the file of modification commands by the devices concerned. Further, the 
prior art of record, both alone and in combination, does not disclose, nor reasonably 
suggest the combination of features as claimed by applicant.
